Excerpt From Standing Orders Relating 
to Private Bills 


97. No petition for any Private Bill 
shall be received by the House after the 
first 10 days of each Session, nor may 
any Private Bill be presented to the House 
after the first three weeks of each Ses- 
sion, nor may any report of any Standing 
or Select Committee upon a Private Bill 
be received after the first four weeks of 
each Session, and no motion for the sus- 
pension or modification of this Standing 
Order shall be entertained by the House 
until the same has been reported on by 
the Committee on Standing Orders, or 
after reference made thereof at a previous 
sitting of the House to the Standing Com- 
mittees charged with the consideration of 
Private Bills, who shall report thereon to 
the House. And if this rule shall be sus- 
pended or modified as aforesaid, the pro- 
moters of any Private Bill which is pre- 
sented after the time hereinbefore limited, 
or for which the petition has been received 
after the time hereinbefore limited, shall 
in either case pay double the fees required 
in respect of such Bill by this rule, unless 
the House shall order to the contrary. 

98. (1) Any person seeking to obtain 
any Private Bill shall deposit with the 
Clerk of the House, eight clear days 
before the opening of the Session, 

(a) a printed copy of such Bill; 

(b) a copy of the petition to be pre- 

sented to the House; 

(c) copies of the notices published, 
with publication proved by a statu- 
tory declaration or affidavit to the 
satisfaction of the Clerk of the 
House. 
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(2) At the time of depositing the Bill 
and petition the applicant shall also pay 
to the Clerk of the House the sum of

100. (1) All applications to the Legis- 
lative Assembly for Private Bills of any 
nature whatsoever shall require the pub- 
lication of a notice clearly and distinctly 
specifying the nature and object of the 
application, and when the application 
refers to any proposed work, indicating 
sufficiently the location of the work, to 
be signed by or on behalf of the applicant. 

(2) Such notice shall be published in 
The British Columbia Gazette and once 
a week in one leading daily newspaper 
freely circulating in all parts of the Provy- 
ince. The notice in such newspaper to 
appear on Wednesday of each week. 

(3) When the proposed Bill is of such 
a nature that it may particularly affect 
one or more electoral districts, the notice 
shall furthermore be published once a 
week if possible in some newspaper in 
every electoral district affected, or if there 
be no newspaper published therein, then 
in a newspaper published in the electoral 
district nearest thereto. 

(4) The publication of such notice shal! 
in all cases be continued for a period of 
four weeks during the interval of time 
between the close of the next preceding 
Session and the consideration of the peti- 
tion. 


101. Every petition signed by an agent 
or attorney in fact shall be accompanied 
by the authority of such agent or attorney 
in fact, and the petition shall not be 
deemed to be filed with the Clerk until 
this is done.

ing. If amendments are made to any Bill 
during its progress before the Committee 
on Private Bills, or through the House, 
such Bill shall be reprinted by the pro- 
moters thereof.

If the 
form, basis, or method of reporting of 
the Consumer Price Index shall be 
changed so that any calculation under 
this clause (ii) cannot be made on a con- 
sistent basis then there may be substituted 
for the Consumer Price Index an index 
certified by the auditor of the Association 
to be an adequate and consistent basis for 
the calculation of the amount permitted 
to be paid under this clause; (iii) the 
actual cost, less depreciation as deter- 
mined by the directors of the Association 
at the date of the person ceasing to oc- 
cupy a unit of housing accommodation 
provided by the Association, of approved 
improvements to the unit of housing ac- 
commodation occupied by the person to 
an amount not exceeding 10 per cent of 
the value of the unit, as determined by the 
directors of the Association at the date 
the person ceases to occupy the unit of 
housing accommodation: 


(c) The Association may make (i) an 
allocation in proportion to patronage in 
relation to the amount paid for housing 
accommodation provided by the Associa- 
tion so long as such allocation is made 
at the same rate in relation to the amount 
paid for housing accommodation to all 
persons who paid rent to the Association 
in proportion to the amount of rent so 
paid by the persons without regard to 
whether those persons are members of the 
Association or not; and (ii) a distribution 
of surplus by way of an adjustment or 
reduction of rental paid or payable with 
respect to accommodation provided by the 
Association so long as the distribution is 
made to all persons in the same propor- 
tion as rent is paid or payable by those 
persons for the accommedation without 
regard to whether those persons are mem- 
bers of the Association or not: 

(d) Nothing in this section shall pro- 
hibit the Association from paying any 
bona fide indebtedness and interest there- 
on to any proprietor, member, or share- 
holder: 

(e) (i) No payment made by the As- 
sociation to a member, whether by way 
of allocation in proportion to patronage, 
by way of payment of any indebtedness 
or otherwise shall be made by way of 
issue Of shares of the Association to the 
member; (ii) no payment by a member to 
the Association by way of rent or for ser- 
vices shall be credited, in whole or in 
part, on account of the purchase of shares 
of the Association,
